IST'The crormous national binking t cheme 
of the Secretary of the Treasury Is going into 
operation. Aty association, by the purchase 
©fa certain amount of national bonds, can ie- 
sue notes to circulate as currency, redeemable 
in lawful money of the United States-that if, 
in ereenbacks. There is no gold hi sight in 
the.8^: institutions, unless the Supreme Ceurt 
of the United Slates should declare the legal 
tender part of the arrangement nuconstitu 
tional, iu which case the grand national shin- 
plaster f.ictorii-8 will fail; for they will then 
have no lawful mouey of the United States to 
redeem their Isbucs with. 

Iu the meantime, if one holds a note of one 
of these establishments, he has a promise of 
the corporation to pay him the amount in 
greenbacks If he presents it. All that is 
promised him is another promise to pay, and 
the latter is at thirty-five per cent, discount 
in real money of the United States. Of course 
this seccnd-handpromisewill.be a per cent 
less, compared with gold, than the green- 
backs, and the latter will disappear as a cur- 
rency, leaving these second-rate promises to 
pay to fill the channels of circulation. The 
trash will not be tven uniform; for these ns- 
tional backs away off in the woods will be in 
less credit than those at more accessible 
points. If the credit of tbe Government 
should fall, so that legal tenders would be at 
fifiy per cent, discount, these national bank 
notes will fall still lower. 

Whilst the national debt piling up, we 
may naturally expvet its credit to be irore aud 
more severely tested; and the whole cur- 
rency will become cheaper atd cheaper. If it 
perishes a: last it will not be the worst re- 
sult. If the system were firmly established, 
it woald grow into a moneyed pow«r that 
would control beth the Federal Government 
and the Status, and serve to consolidate a 
central, overshadowing despotism of tbe 
meanest sort. 

To give all advantages to this banking sys- 
tem, it is proposed to tax State bank paper 
out of existence. 

When the State of Maryland undertook to 
tix tbe United States bank at Baltimore, thc 
court decUrcd the act null and void. It was 
first settled by the court tbat a national bank 
was constitutional; but ifa Stute could tax it, 
then the State might tax it out of existence, 
and thus nullify an unquestionable power. 

Turn this logic rcund. It is settled that a 
State has a right to incorporate banks of is- 
sue; but if the United 8tates can tax them, 
the United States can nullify this unques 
tioned power of a State. Now, we deny that 
the Federal Government can thu3 nullify 
State power. We believe the court was right, 
after deciding that a national bank was con 
stituticual, in deciding that a Sutd could not 

teets State banks now. 

We know that logic is useless against power 
just now; but when the country gets sober 
the old landmarks will have to be observed, 
and these national Bhinylasters will have to 
compete with State institutions. 

CP" We publish an article from the Cincin- 
nati Gszitte on certain eatton transactions in 
that city. That paper deserves credit lor 
brirginic these things to the attention of the 
Government aud public generally. The way 
sharpers get cotton, get it seizid, released and 
divided out or contiscf-ted, In a way prcdtable 
to tmart individuals, who use their opportu- 
nities skillfully, should be exposed for the hi 
struction of common people, who don't un- 
derstand how to steal honorably. No party 
has any interest in these profitable individual 
enterprises. 

How cotton is confiscated, when nobody 
knows who the owner is, whether he is inno- 
cent or guilty of any crime, when tbe records 
of the court don': *bow a thing so important 
to be known for tbe ends of justice, wc do 
not understand. But, perhaps, we are too 
dull to see the uew light vouchsafed to 
the more fortunate these times. We don't 
see how firms get hold of cotton contrary to 
regulations, by the winking of Government 
agents. We didn't know before the value of 
a wink. We hope the editor of the Gazette 
will illustrate the w h.le business, so that it 
can bs understood. 

We Lave heard and seen hiute and winks 
about here thut may be profitable, ajid we are 
a r x'.ous to net into the full merit of them. 
We. have not heard of any cottou speculations 
in Louisville that turned out so well. Cin- 
cinnati has got an advantage in this line. We 
don't like that; and if there be any specula- 
tions without the .-, we thiujc I.onisville 
should have a share. We have as loyal people 
here as there are in Cincinnati, and they ougb t 
to have the same opportunities. 

The telegraph tells us every day of arrests 
for swindling and defalcations. We teeni to 
be living in a maelstrom of corruption and 
demoralization that is appalling. They arc 
heie and there exposed, giving too much evi- 
dence that we only see a glimpse of the cor- 
ruptions aud rascalities of the times. We can 
make due allowance for the opportunities that 
these times present, for crime will be propor 
tioned to the opportunities and temptations; 
but tliis alarming evil is growing into fright- 
ful magnitude. It is the paramount duty of all 
good mer, who expect to save our Govtrn- 
t, to expose and check these enormities.

Tire Importance or Paying the Postage 
in Ft ll. — The law is, when anything is put 
into the post ;ii , underpaid, the sum which 
remains due shall be paid double by the re- 
ceiver. Thus, if John Smith sends Jim 
Jones a letter rated at six cents, but pays three 
cents only, it does not keep back like an 
unpaid letter, but Jim Jones at the end Las 
the six cents to pay. And so of all pack- 
ages through the mail. This extra charge 
ol thirty-three per cent., we suppose, is to 
make people more careful to know that 
they pay enough and to compensate for ex- 
tra troubles aud risk. Letters are three 
cents per half ounce — six cents per oxnee — 
add so on, each fraction over oce~half ounce 
or one ounce counting three cents. This ap- 
plies to all mailable matter, sealed or unseal- 
ed, except ncwspapers.which rate at two cents 
for ei;ch four ounces, »nd books and pam- 
phlets, which rate at four c:nts for each four 
ounces. When we consider how cheap and 
expeditious the postofbee service is, there 
should be no attempt to evade or to hinder its 
requirements, but to give them full play and 
force. Particularly should all for the Boidkrs 
be fully prepaid, for the brave boys seldom, if 
ever, have any spare change; and to be shut 
oil from anything waiting for them, for want 
of a little post or express money, is too aggra- 
vating. 

tSTThc inaugural message of Governor 
Low, of California, shows that the State ex- 
penditures for the fiscal year were $2,097,- 
m W, in which amount are included $000,- 
000 previously accrued, and $247,445 41 paid 
to the United Slates, as the State's quota of 
direct tax levied by Congrese.

France —The Paris correspondent of the 
London Times Insinuates that the Archduke 
Maximilian is not likely to accept the crown 
ot Mexico. He stipulates for the recognition 
ol his monarchy by the American Govern- 
ment, among other conditions, and this recog- 
nition, it is stated, has been emphatically de- 
clined at Washington. It is now reported 
that the Emperor is casting about for some 
cue else in place of the Archduke.

Having seen so many different storiee about 
the murderer Quantrell, whose recent atroci- 
ties at Lawrence have thrilled the country, I 
deem it my duty to show the public, through 
your columns, who he is and something of his 
history, nis uame Is really Henry volaej 
Btirgii-s, and he was born iu Todd eoaatyj 
Kentucky. 

At one time he was a resident of Ho;ikins- 
ville, iu that State, and .during the excite- 
ment cf 1846, concerning the D.tvis murder 
(for which E. A. Pennirgton wis executed), 
aud he not having a very good r. putation, be 
went to Memphis, snd there associated him- 
.self with Fisher and Worthineton, two gam- 
blers, until the spring ot 1S50, when he re- 
moved to Texas, and was partner with a com- 
pany of sports, such as Dean, Mountain Jaek, 
Old Uord and others. He was verv success- 
ful for a time, and changed his nam*- to Hart. 

He made the cequaln'ance of a very fine 
girl who lived on the banks of the R : o H. nda, 
28 miles from Castorville, Texas, and by rep- 
resenting himself as a land specnl *or, and 
having considerable money and In males 
attached to his ombulance, wen and married 
the girl on the 21st day of May, and, nbout the 
5th of June, started with his bride for Califor- 
nia, but, meeting ill luck at Fort DavH and 
El Pos - *, lost alibis outfit and money, a ■ J was 
compelled to remain there some time, l.viog 
with a man named Ben Bow ell, in Franklin, 
Texas. 

During this tints Charles Gidding<=, owner 
of the stage line from El Paso to San Antonio, 
saw his father-in-law, and tcld Mm who Ha:t 
was ard what he was doit.g. Tbe "Id mm 
came up with me to El Paso for his ditighter, 
andwtuld have killed her husband, but he 
crossed the river ar d could not ba found. 
Hart came to me and represented 1 tinsel! 
broke, and wtahiog to c me to California to 
make money by honest toil to support bis wife 
and heir in expectancy; and, as my company 
was email and the Indians bad, I consented. 
On our arrival at Maz itian, Mexico, he killed 
a Mexican robber named Migad, and was 
tried before the ale -lde and acquitted. 

When we anived at Los Atg^loe he left me." 
and I never saw him till tbe fall of 1856. I 
started home by tbe way of Arizona t nltoty, 
and found Hart and Harrisou atTay;, New 
Mexico, on their way to Utah. Capt. M»rcy 
was purchaeiug mules for the Utah army, and 
1 sold mine, but had to go to Fort Bridger for 
pay, and Hart again accompanied mc, but this 
time with pi & { means. I remained at 
Utah for one year. During tbat time he won 
some $80,000, includicg oae hundred bead of 
cattle, lrom different parties, but tbe fast liv- 
ing of the "Cab. f," as he was called, scon re- 
lieved him of his money, and he left for p«rts 
unknown. Ou my arrival in Deuvtr Ciiy he 
was there, and sho: and killed a man n m d 
J„ck O'Neal on the race course. 

I again lost fight of him for some lime, 
but alter the rebellion broke oat he muL- his 
way from Mexico to Arkansas, and was there 
j dned by a lew of his old associates, and 
proceeded to Misscnri, and commenced bis 
career of murder, there was a man who 
came with me from Santa Fe, New Mexico, 
this spring, who saw him, and he (tjaan rell) 
sent a message to me by him stating that he 
wasiu all U» glory now.

f History ol Cotton Transaction*. 

One of the most remarkable features con- 
nected with the cotton transactions referred 

to in recent articles in this paper, is the myt- 
tery in which the varlons operations are in- 
volved A person wonld naturally suppose 
that the records of the Court, by which forty 
or fifty thousaud dollars' worth of property 
was confiscated, would afford some informa- 
tion as to the original owners of the cottoc; 
the witnesses on whose testimony it was 
condemned and the informants who par- 
ticipated in the proceeds. Bat we 
search the records in vain lor light 
upon these points. Mr. Carson, in his 
published statement, avows himself to 
be the informer, but admits that he inows 
nothing of the cise, except what some- 
body at Memphis told him. He savs further 
that, this Mr. Somebody received eleven- 
twelfths of one half the net proceeds, to 
prove which he produces his receipt, but ve*ry 
carefully conceals his name. We have, then, 
through the court or through Mr. Carson, no 
information as to the original owners of the 
cotton ; no information as to the recipients of 
tbe prize money; no information as to ihe 
rcalicfonnen ; but ws are told that tbe prop- 
erty was confiscated upon hearsay testimony, 
and the party who thus testifies acknowlelges 
the receipt for his own use of one-twelfth of 
oue-hair the net proceeds. It will occur to 
the public, no doubt, tbat. a case of this 
kind should have no mystery about it. 
The transactions of Government offimls 
should not be involved in mystery; because 
these men are the servants of the people and 
their acts are legitimate eubjecta of critico-m. 
But how are the people to judge fairly of tbe 
conduct of their servants; or how can their 
acts be intelligently criticised if there arc no 
records; or if the records are persistently and 
carefully concealed* We admit that it is diffi- 
cult to unravel the mystery that envelope* 
the transactions to which we refer, but we 
shall undertake the job, remarking, however, 
that having to rely upon e^-parte statements! 
and having no power to "send for persons and 
papero," we may fall into error; but we use 
our best efforts to avoid doinginjnstice to any 
one. 

In regard to a lot ot one hundred and sixty- 
three bales of cotton, referred to in a former 
article, we have the following information : 
There lives near Memphis a planter named 
Stewart. He is a native of this State, and his 
father was a neighbor and acquaintance ol the 
father ot Thcs. H. Yeatman, Treasury Agent 
at Memphis, Tenn. This man is 79 years old. 
His two sons joined the rebel army, leav- 
ing the old man with his wife and two 
daughters at home. When the National 
forces occupied Memphis, Mr. Stewart's cot- 
ton was in the field. Having lost his help, he 
arranged with some one to pick, gin and bale 
the cottou on shares. Thts was done. Mr. 
Stewart then visited Mr. Yeatman, with ref- 
erence to getting the cotton to market. He 
stated his case fully. After receiving the in- 
formation, Mr. Yeatman caused the cotton to 
bt» seizpd. A lawyer ol Memphis visted Mr. 
Yeatman to plead for Mr. Stewart, but h« 
was informed that he had the "dead wood" 
on that cotton, and would hold it. The law- 
yer then advised his client to sell the co.ton 
tor $5,000 to an army officer, whicli he con- 
sented to do. This officer consented te meke 
the purchase, and Mr. Yeatman' was advised 
of the fact aad did not object, but requested 
that tho officer be sent to him. The officer 
visited the treasury r«gent accordingly, and 
Mr. Yeatman informed him that he bad seized 
the cotton, weuld hold it, and advissd him to 
have nothing to do with it. The officer tcok 
his advice, of course, and the cotton was 
finally shiuped to Cincinnati and taken iuto 
court for confiscation. This is the storv, in 
brief, as related to us by a gentleman," who 
also says Mr. Stewart is a friend of tbe Gov- 
ernment, and can prove as good a character 
for loyally as any one who could live with his 
family and hold property during the reign of 
terror in that State. 

The next case is that of 922 bdles of cotton, 
seized at this port a few days ago, a copy of 
the libel in which cafe was published in the 
Gazette at the time. While copying the libel 
oar reporter was informed by Mr. Carson that 
there was a claimant for that cotton, but he 
refused to give the uame. Monday we were 
told that a copy of the bill might be obtained 
from the mercantile firm with which the cot- 
ton was etorcd. We made an plication accord- 
ingly, but a copy of the bill was refused. We 
ascertained, however, through other sources, 
tbe history of this lot of cotton. 

It is canned by Licy, Able These 
are extensive operators in military districts, 
and by seme means or other have obtained 
the exclusive ri^ht to sell liquors at Memphis. 
There was at the time this cotton was pur- 
chased a military order prohibiting all trade 
within the lines, but operators had a way of 
arriving at an undersundine with treasury 
agents, and while they passed the lines the 
agents merely winked. The cotton having 
been purchased and brought out, it was prima 
J'acti liable to confiscation, having been pro- 
cured in violation of regulations. Then it 
would be seized, sometimes confiscated, but 
more frequently "released," and the pro- 
ceeds divided. We do net know that this is 
the status of Lacy, Able «fe Co.'s cottou, 
but it is the history of otoer transaclieus. 
At any rate this cotton, after being de- 
tained at Cairo a short time, came to this 
city coLsi^ned to W. P. Mellen, Treasury 
agent. Here it was seized and libeleu. 
Tuesday, however, the court ordered it to be 
released ou bond. Now it can be sold, and 
the text step will be to procure an uncondi- 
tional release. We do not know the arrange- 
ment lor a division of the proceeds, in inib 
ca&e, aud have no meae 3 of ascertaining. We 
see, however, that Government officials are 
absoluielyp*riies to tin arrangement tor a viola- 
tion of military orders and regulations, by 
which thty bring a heavy amouul of grtai 
into their mill. Military orders and Mllagm 
regulations are ihcreiore desirable, and it is 
always, of course, important that the law 
should bo strictly cnlorced against those who 
venture to trade without contracting for a 
general divisiou of the cpoils. Tne rules are 
bO enforced -gainst ail such short sighted and 
selfish traders. 

The way in which guerrillas are conciliated 
by these eombinations of traders, shows what 
a power there is in money, and also how pli- 
able loyally is where dollars and cents arc in- 
volved. 'Ibis point we shall reier to again, 
iu connect mi, with luriher developments 
which we are promised iu connection with 
the- general business.

The Weather— Prospects or Navigation 
— Coal. Sunk. — The weather continues to 
moderate, yesterday being the warmest day 
of the year, and it was thawing from morn- 
ing IP night. The warm weather has soft 
ened the ice in the river, and it is thought 
that navigation will be resunatd in a short 
time. The ice has goreed sround the coal 
boats lying from Towhead all the way down, 
and it was thought that a large amount oi 
property would be destroyed in the sinking 
of coal boats, but as the weather has been 
grsdually moderating there U but little danger 
of a great amount of destruction being dons 
Had the ice suddenly given away there is but 
little doubt that a large number of the coal 
boats lying at our wharf would have been de- 
stroyed, eo far the only loss occasioned by 
the ice at this point was the sicking of two coal 
boaw— Dee at the Jcffersonville wharf, be- 
longing to Crittenden, of New Albany, and 
one at Towhead, belonging to Miller & Briggs, 
of this city. These two boats contained be- 
tween thirty and forty thousand bushels, all 
of which, we are informed, will be a total 
loss.

Tjoylng protection from the Government, 
abuse the leniency extended to them hv con- 
cealing the movements of rebel guerrillas, by 
giving them information, affording them shel- 
ter, supplying them with provisions and oth- 
erwise encouraging and fomenting private 
raids, are in criminal complicity with ail the 
outrages perpetrated by the marauders whom 
tbey secretly countenance. 

It is in the power of persons whose sympa- 
thies are with tbe rebellion to prevent guer- 
rilla raids, almost invariably, bv furnishing to 
military officers of the Cnited'Sute* or T 
of Kentucky the information whicl 
rience has proved them to be, as a 
thing, possessed of. 

If all would unite, as is their duty, In put- 
ting down guerrillas, we would soon cease to 
be troubled with thel raids. A neglect to 
afford all assistance and information which 
may aid in defeating the designs ol maraud- 
ing parties can but be construed as a culpable 
ind active assistance to our enemies. 

I therefore request that the various "»W r*ft- 
ry commandants in the State of Kentucky 
will, in every instance where a loyal ci'.iaeu is 
taken off by bands of guerrillas, immediately 
arrest at least five of the most prominent and 
active rebel sympathizers in the vicinity mi 
such outrage for eveiy loyal man taken by 
guerrillas. These sympathizers should Lo 
held as hostages for the safe and speedy re- 
turn of the loyal citizens. Where there are 
disloyal relatives of guerrillas, they should 
be the chief sufferers. Let them learn thai 
if they refuse to exert themselves actively for 
the assistance and protection of the loyal, 
thev must expect to reap the just fruits of 
their complicity with the enemies of cur State 
and pecple.
